EDITORIAL 


MR. STATE OFFICIAL CALIFORNIA WORKERS 
; DEMAND PROTECTION! 


During the trying years of the depression, the work- 
ing men and women of this state have been confronted 
with many appalling conditions. The most serious con- 
dition arises out of the fact that because there was a 
superabundance of everything necessary for the welfare 
of mankind, therefore men and women were forced into 
want and degradation. 

We have often wondered whether the actions of cap- 
tains of industry, of great financiers, and of politicians 
were the result of superlative ignorance or of a vicious 
disregard for the welfare of the working men and women 
upon whom the safety and the stability of the nation 
rests. 

Everything has a breaking point, and it looks as 
though an effort was being made to test that breaking 
point through some of the vicious legislative measures 
under consideration in Sacramento. 

We assume that every intelligent person realizes that 
the safety of industry in America can only be insured 
by decreasing the hours of employment and increasing 
wages. Notwithstanding this fact, there is a vicious 
opposition to the thirty hour legislation. There is also a 
determined opposition to unemployment insurance. 
Persons evidently bent on adding injury to insult, and 
desirous of inflicting further hardship upon the mass of 
the people, are now advocating the employment of 
prison labor in the manufacture of goods, wares and 
materials in competition with free labor. For good 
measure, this same ilk advocates the establishment of a 
state police system to be better able to club labor into 
submission. 

We also find this un-American group advocating 
the unsocial measures known as assembly bills 491, 
492 and 493. These bills seek to set aside the just 
decision of the supreme court of the state of California 
in safeguarding the rights of injured workmen and 
women. hey propose, by state law, to imagurate a 
system whereunder workmen, because of dire need, will 
be compelled to endanger their lives in occupations that 
industry refuses to make safe, and to compel these work- 
men to submit to the indignities of physical examination 
by corporate hirelings so that only the most fit of our 
workmen can secure employment in our most dangerous 
industries in which their lives are exposed continuously 
to unnecessary hazards. 

If they who seek to secure the adoption of these 
vicious laws were inspired by the remotest spark of 
human decency, they would be advocating more and 
better safety laws to protect human‘ life. But instead of 
securing greater safety for employes they propose to 
further victimize our unfortunate workmen who are 
compelled by want to sacrifice their lives for a miser- 
ably low wage. 

We are in deadly earnest when we declare that labor 
will not tolerate being subjected to the indignities con- 
templated in some of these unconstitutional laws. We 
demand adequate safety in our industries. We hereby 
serve public notice that instead of spending millions of 
dollars for snoopers and detectives seeking violations of 
the liquor laws, these millions of dollars should be spent 
in enforcing the now unenforced labor and safety laws 
of the state of California. 

Inasmuch as it is now apparent that those who have 
been violating the safety laws of the state of California 
in our mines, our mills and our factories and upon our 
construction work are bent upon inflicting still further 
injustice, we hereby call upon the industrial accident com- 
mission to take such steps as are necessary to compel the 
owners of dangerous mills, mines and factories to hére- 
after operate under such conditions as will safeguard the 
life and limb of the employees therein.
